SWEET VERBENA. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Gardening 
Correspondent says :— 

This, like the Rose, the very fairest flower 
that blows, will surely never go out of 
fashion, Aloysia citriodora, the lemon- 
cented Verbena, first brought from Chil 
in 1784, strange to say, does not yet seem 
everybody’ s plant; it ought to be. But 
aa old lady who tells us she failed to 
strike cuttings given by a friend year 
after year, and never succeeded until she 
got a wee plant from the nursery, now a 
huge bush in her cold greenhouse, and 
that, in our experience, is the best way 
to get it. For all that, the lemon-scented 
Verbena is hardy enough, and the 
practice of cutting old growth well down 
in spring when it makes strong, fresh 
gun from the base, is excellent.

German tourists on 
their returm home have. contributed a 
number of articles to their newspapers, 
unanimously praising the hospitality of 
their on in Ireland, detailing the 
beauties of the island, and describing— 
often with remarkable _insight—the 
economic and political situation. These 
voluntary tributes frequently contain 
valuable hints for others planning to visit 
Ireland; and, perhaps, it may not be out 
of place if an Irishman, closely 
acquainted with Germany, now relates 
some of his experiences and reciprocates 
with suggestions for the benefit of Irish 
tourists. 

Berlin is naturally the first attraction, 
find so much has already been written 
about the German capital that little now 
requires to be added. No European city 
nowadays offers more opportunity for 
enjoyment, and this is demonstrated by 
the increasing number of American 
visitors who make their way there. The 
appearance of the city has been improved 
beyond recognition in recent years. 
Magnificent shops, restaurants, dance 
palaces, cinemas and other places of 
entertainment have sprung up in all 
directions. In whatever way the taste 
may lie, light or serious, it can always 
be satisfied. Lovers of the arts will find 
a wealth of material at their disposal. 
Lovers of outdoor pursuits are equally 
well catered for, and those fond of racing 
must not miss the beautiful Grunewald 
course where excellent sport can be 
witnessed. For golfers there are 
beautifully situated links, and for the 
swimmer there is the novel experience of 
a huge indoor bath, where artificial waves 
break with the roar of the sea upon an 
artificial strand. Innumerable trips by 
motor car and steamer are offered. 


FRANCONIA. 


The visitor, however, is liable to fall 
into one error, and to believe that, 
having seen Berlin, he knows Germany. 
That is far from being the case, for the 
city is largely international and, so far 
as Germany is concerned, distinctly 
Prussian ; and neither from it nor from its 
inhabitants can a true conception of the 
Reich be formed. To gain a true 
perspective it is necessary that at least 
part of a holiday should be spent further 
afield. No better or more convenient 
region could be selected than Franconia, 
in North Bavaria, and for many reasons 
it makes an especial appeal to Irish 
visitors. It rings -pleasant  re- 
miniscences; for, as Robert Browning 
wrote, “it is a green fertile country,” 
and thus its mother city, Wuerzburg. 
gained the name of Herbipolis. Moreover, 
the apostle and patron saint is St. 
Kilian; for, when [Irish Christianity 
launched its learning and devotion on 
‘the darkness of the Western world, the 
movement which carried Columbanus to 
the Apennines brought Kilian to Wuerz- 
burg, where he and his companions 
became martyrs in A.D. 689. The early 
Irish missionaries would seem to have 
left their impress on the modern 
character of the inhabitants, which is 
entirely distinct from the cold courtesy 
of the Prussian North. Here one finds 
a striking resemblance to the Irish—the 
same cheerfulness and warm-hearted

Within are half-length figures of St.

The Rathaus, the Old University, the 
Julins Hospital, the Luitpold Museum 
and the Mariannhill Church are all well 
worthy of attention. The last-named is a 
striking contrast to the other buildings ; 
for it is new and the style of architecture 
very modern. In several churches in this 
part of the country there is one feature 
which may be noted. High above the 
altar is a small, round windcw, with 
golden-coloured glass, The first impres- 
sion conveyed is that one is gazing upon 
the sun itself. 

Franconia’s history has been bound up 
for centuries with that of the Schoenborn 
family, from which has sprung a cardinal, 
a chancellor, famous diplomats and 
generals. In motoring from Wuertzburg 
to Bamberg an opportunity is given to see 
the principal family seat, Schloss 
Pommersfelden, and also to enjoy a 
beautiful countryside, strongly reminiscent 
at times of the Golden Vale. 


A SMALL VERSAILLES. 


_ Pommersfelden Palace lies some 
distance back from the main road. The 
best description that can be given of it 
is that it is a small Versailles. The 
galleries contain over six hundred paint- 
ings by the most famous artists, and the 
marble room in which guests still are 
entertained has a ceiling sixty feet high. 
The paintings on the ceilings are so fresh 
and vivid that it is difficult to believe that 
they were completed nearly two centuries 
ago. From the windows one looks out 
upon an English park, in which deer 
wander, and which replaces the original 
French gardens. Even more interesting 
than the Palace itself is the personality 
of the present head of the house, Count 
Erwein von Schoenborn. His father, Count 
Artur, was one of the last of the grands 
serqneurs. Count Erwein has devoted his 
life to science and the arts. He holds 
the triple degree of doctor—of medicine, 
of law and of philosophy—is a co- 
discoverer of vitamins, a skilled engineer, 
a musician with the mastery of several 
instruments, a mountain-climber and 
world traveller, the owner of ten palaces 
and thirty great estates; and, with it all, 
is of such a retiring disposition that even 
In Germany little is known of him. 
Indeed, his name is probably better 
known in the English-speaking scientific 
world. The family wealth has come 
through three ‘‘ W.’s’’—woods, wine and 
wheat from its wide-spread possessions. 
The run from Pommersfelden Palace 
into Bamberg is only half-a-dozen miles. 
If one wishes to see the romantic side of 
Germany, this interesting old city must 
be visited. It has also the advantage, for 
those who have the time to spare, of being 
within easy reach of Nuernberg, the 
birth-place of Albrecht Duerer, of the 
medieval Rothenburg—an idyll on the 
Tauber—and of Bayreuth, made famous 
by Richard Wagner. Connoisseurs of art 
and architecture agree that Bamberg 
itself is one of the finest towns in Ger- 
many. Fully to appreciate and enjoy its 
beauty one must wander up and down hill 
through its narrow, winding streets and 
lanes, over cobble stones and steps, along 
water and weirs, and across the many 
bridges that span the Regnitz. Arriving 
on a summer evening, one cannot do better 
than ascend to the Michelsberg. There 
one can dine in a garden on the crest ol

An attempt was made this year to shoot 
some of these robbers, and the deer-ranger 
from the Phonix Park came with his 
gun on six successive mornings at an early 
hour, but only succeeded in bagging four 
gulls, as they do not frequent the pond 
until the middle of the day, when there 
is more likelihood of getting food. How- 
ever, the shooting of four was enough to 
discourage the others for several days. In 
some mysterious way a message must have 
been conveyed that for a while St.

Napoleon's Famous Charger. 


Trigo’s recent Derby victory is sufficient 
proof of the superiority of the Irish-bred 
horse over its rivals. Not in sport alone, 
but in the more exciting sphere of bloody 
war, is the Irish steed unbeatable. The 
army authorities of most European 
countries have come to recognise this, as 
anyone conversant with the export trade 
well knows. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that Marengo, Napoleon’s favourite 
war horse, was from Wexford. It was 
sold to a French officer for 100 guineas, 
and later passed into the possession of the 
Little Corporal, who was so pleased with 
its fearlessness on its first participation in 
a battle—that of Marengo, hence the 
name—that he used it for over fifteen 
years, right up to the fatal battle of 
Waterioo. Marengo was sixteen hands 
high, perfectly white, and had for grand- 
sire the famous Eclipse, also the grand- 
sire of Wellington’s Waterloo charger, 
Copenhagen.

Governor of Gibraltar, and he retired from 
that post last autumn. He and Lady 
Munro both made themselves exceedingly 
popular during their stay there. Sir 
Charles received his baronetcy in 1921.

| Forlorn or Furloan ? 


My first correspondent on this subject 
says:—I have known Carne very well 
for upwards of fifty years and can 
definitely say that up to twenty years 
ago Carnsore Point was spoken of as 
“The Forlorn’? by the people in the 
neighbourhood.

There is also 
a rocky promentory at Kilmore which is 
called ‘‘ The Forlorn ’’ and is marked on 
Ordnance Survey maps “ Forlorn Point.’’ 

I have heard the word applied locally 
to the rocky promentories at Nethertown 
and Cross Fintan Point at Churchtown, 
a mile or two north-east of Carnsore 
Point. This seems to prove that 
“ Forlorn ” is derived from the old dialect 
word “ Furloan.”

LIFE IN THURINGIA.

Distinctive features of Thuringia 
make their appearance—the women in 
their gaily-coloured dresses, the long, 
narrow farm wagons drawn by milch- 
cows.

The golden. days of Irish minstrelsy 
spring to the mind in Wuerzburg; for 
here lie the remains of Germany’s 
sweetest “singer of love’’—Walther von 
der Voselweide (“Walter of the Bird 
Next year the city holds 
festival to commemorate the seven- 
hundreth anniversary of his death.

ST. KILIAN’S DAY. 


For many hundreds of years the fortress’ 


impregnable, and proved to the great

BAMBERG TO COBURG. 


The tomb of Pope Clement IT. stands in 
Bamberg Cathedral; for he had always 
remained Bishop of the diocese, and 
before his death expressed the wish to be 
buried there, The treasures of the Cathe- 
dral include three imperial mantles of the 
eleventh century, and a golden cross with 
a reputed fragment of the real Cross. The 
State Library has an exceptional collec- 
tion of manuscripts and incunabula which 
draws scholars from all parts of the world. 

The concluding stage of the journey 
brings one to Coburg, some thirty miles 
by road from Bamberg; but on the way 
two diversions must be made. ‘Turning 
first to the left, we ascend the hill to 
Schloss Banz. —This is an ancient Bene- 
dictine convent, from whose terrace im- 
posing views of the Jura and of the Main 
valley are obtained. A number <i reú- 
roofed villages and towns can be identitied, 
every one demonstrating a complete inde- 
pendence. The custom of the Middle 
Ages is maintained, and there are no 
scattered dwellings over the landscape, but 
all homes are gathered together within the 
village circle. To the foreign visitor this 
at first is apt to give the misleading 
impression of a deserted countryside. 
Across the nearest valley from Schloss 
Banz is seen the Vierzehnheiligen Church, 
sitting high up on the hill-side in a green 
space, with pine trees nestling pro- 
tectingly around it. To approach it one 
must descend into the valley, and then 
climb up the farther side. 

Coburg is nowadays a centre of 
monarchism in Germany. “Car” Cyril 
of Russia made his home there in a town 
mansion near the theatre. In a villa in 
the park lives King Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia,. who now finds more time for the 
scientific research to which he is devoted. 
In the great castle on top of the hill re- 
sides the former ruler and one-time Eng- 
lish Prince, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, still in his forties, but crippled 
with rheumatism. This castle is main- 
tained in perfect preservation and. con- 
tains á very fine ‘armoury. It is sur- 
prising to find in it a predecessor of the 
modern machine gun, constructed two 
-hundred years ago. There are also many 
relics of Martin Luther, who once found 
refuge there for several months. before 
leaving Coburg every visitor is expected 
to visit the Market Square, and to taste 
the sausages which are served warm from 
booths. These are grilled over open fires 
of pine needles, and are served in a sliced 
roll of bread. Etiquette demands ti-at 
they be eaten with the aid only of ile 
hand, and without use of fork or knife. 
They are exceedingly tasty, and it is 
rarely that a second helping is not 
demanded.

“God Save You Kindly.” 


Last week I had the unenviable task of 
buying vegetables, writes a correspondent. 
I repaired, for the first time, to the 
country house where my honoured parents 
buy their greenery, as they get it fresh 
from the soil.

I asked the, housewife if she had ever 
lived in Connaught, and she told me that 
she was born and bred in Knocknarea, Co, 
Sligo. When I told her that I was also 
from Sligo she was over-joyed, and asked 
me if I had ever visited Knocknarea! On 


being informed that I had lived for five 


years at Primrose Grange (which is 
virtually on the side of the mountain) she 
promptly put on the kettle, and we 
exchanged reminiscences over a cup of tea. 
She actually knew ‘people whom I 
remembered, and I delighted her heart 
with more or less recent news of her native 
home. Truly, the world is a very small 
place indeed. 


The Broadstone. 


The approach to the Broadstone Rail- 
way Station, by that long tree-shaded 
avenue, has now a quiet, secluded air, 
as if withdrawn from the bustle of the 
city, but over a hundred years ago this 
neighbourhood was a centre of trade and 
traffic, when boats left the Royal Canal 
House at the Broadstone daily on their 
journey to Mullingar.

O’Casey and cYeurrau. 


Two specific examples of peculiar interest 
to Irish playwrights are Sean O’Casey’s 
“Juno and the Paycock’’ and T. C. 
Murray’s ‘‘Autumn Fire.’’ These two 
plays were dismal failures in New York 
when produced in that city. Mr. 
O’Casey’s play was next later produced by 
Whitford Kane at the Goodman Theatre 
in Chicago, and was such a decided success 
that its originally planned run had to be 
prolonged, and, later, it was equally 
successful in revival. 

Mr. Murray’s play first saw the light in 
America at Providence, Rhode Island, and 
a prominent Boston critic who went down 
specially to be present at the first per- 
formance pronounced it to be a “ dud.” 
It had seventy-one performances on Broad- 
way, but it was, nevertheless, included in 
the list of the season’s failures, and Burns 
Mantle, in his general review of New 
York productions in ‘‘ The Best Plays of 
1926-1927,” does not even mention 
‘‘ Autumn Fire.” For some time past it 
has been making a very successful tour of 
the Pacific slope and Canada, and it 18 
the hope of Whitford Kane to do it in 
Chicago soon.

Bernard Shaw. 


Last Friday Mr. Bernard Shaw’s latest 
play, “ The Apple Cart,” made its first 
appearance on any stage at the Teatro 
Polski at Warsaw. Many of our play- 
wrights have followed up success at home 
by production in continental theatres ; 
indeed, both Shaw and Galsworthy have 
a. wider vogue in Europe than in the 
British Isles; but the number of authors 
who send a play to make its first bow 
ubroad must be very few. By an interest- 
ing coincidence the Macdona Players 
are producing a Shaw programme at the 
Gaiety. The reiterated protest that his 
work is not dating must not be taken too 
literally. It seems to me that the protest 
signifies merely that the language of his 
wit is still current. Much of his work 
has a journalistic appeal and was written 
to scarify particular wounds in the social 
conscience which, perhaps, as a result of 
his work, are now healing. Universality 
flickers with a rare light in the plays, and 
he seems constantly to be flogging a dead 
horse. His cool intellectualism will appeal 
to impassionate youth at any time; but, 
with the exception of St. Joan, he will 
soon pass to costume and social history 
and academies of craftsmanship.

Dr. Bentham. 


Dr. Ethel Bentham, who is one of the 
new Labour M.P.’s, was at one time a 
familiar enough figure in Dublin. She is 
a very hard worker, and is still remem- 
bered as a rather short and stocky young 
girl who was one of the most industrious 
students of her time at Alexandra College 
and the Rotunda, where she began her 
medical career. Her experiences in the 
Rotunda turned her attention to problems 
of public health and social questions, and 
it was while still a student here that she 
founded a club for shop girls. The condi- 
tions under which these girls worked, and 
what the slums revealed of the lives of the 
wage-earners, made her a Socialist, she 
says. 

Although of less. than average height, 
she has a striking upright figure, and she 
shares with Miss Ellen Wilkinson the 
distinction of being the smallest of M.P.’s 
in stature. She is a Londoner by birth, 
and comes of an old and respected Quaker 
family, which has always taken deep 
interest in social problems, 


After leaving Dublin Dr. Bentham 
followed post-graduate medical courses in 
London, Paris and Brussels, and then set 
up practice on her own account in 
Newcastlie-on-Tyne. In Newcastle she 
again came into touch with Irish people, 
a considerable proportion of the Tyneside 
population, became active in the woman’s 
suffrage movement, and was the city’s first 
woman candidate for municipal honours. 
Returning to London, she sat for a dozen 
years or so on Kensington Borough 
Council, and was one of the first Labour 
Justices of the Peace. As a magistrate 
she interested herself. specially in lunacy 
cases, juvenile courts and the reform of 
casual wards. It was Dr. Bentham who 
initiated the movement that led to the 
foundation, in memory of her colleagues, 
Margaret MacDonald, wife of the Labour 
Prime Minister, and Mary Middleton, of 
the baby clinic and hospital at North 
Kensington. 

_ Dr. Bentham is a member of the Execu- 
tive of the Labour Party, and her services 
as a medical consultant are in much 
demand.

THE QUAIL, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Can any of your readers tell me if 

present time? I am greatly afraid that 
Irish Times about a year ago that a gentle- 
man had heard a quail chirping in County 
Kerry. Some seventy years ago quails were 
as numerous in hataad as larks are to-day, 
They were called in the country districts 
“weather guides”’ or “wet my lips." 
@ person went out any evening in the 
country, in the months of May and June, 
they would be heard chirping “ Wet my lip,” 
“Wet my lip,’’ “ Wet. my feet,” in almost 
every field. They would be heard most in 
damp or rainy weather. and it would be a 
common saying among the country folk, “It 
will soon rain. The ‘ wet my lips’ are going 
mad.”’ 

The last one I heard was in June, 1922. 
Being out in the fields one day, I thought 
I heard the old familiar chirp, “ Wet my 
hp.” 1 could hardly believe my ears, and, 
listening for some time, I found it was my 
old friend the quail. The bird remained in 
the district for about a month, and I heard 
it no more. The quail is a game bird, about 
half the size of a partridge, and splendid 
for eating, being very plump and fat. They 
were very useful for amateur sportsmen to 
practise on, as they were so easily found, 
aud, when put up, would fly low and straight 
and go only a field or two. They were also 
very useful for training game dogs. I have 
shot them in the United States, where they 
are fairly plentiful. They are the same as 
the Irish quail, but, r think, something 
larger. I remember, when I lived in New 
York a good many years ago, that an enter- 
ganar. restaurant keeper offered to bet one 

undred dollars with any man that he would 
not eat a quail for his dinner every day 
for twenty-one days. The bet was taken up 
by a bi rman, and crowds went every day 
to see the German eat his quail. He ate his 
bird every day, but had to give up on the 
eighteenth day, and so lost his bet. Of 
course, 1t was a big advertisement by the 
shrewd Yankee. 

1 am thinking that there are few sports- 
men in Ireland to-day who remember the 
quail. I heard that the birds are migratory, 
but I hardly think so, as I often put them 
up in the middle of winter, and often tracked 
them in the snow. Now that we hear so 
much about restocking Ireland with game, | 
<4 that the Game Protection Association 
will not forget the quail.—Yours, etc.,

NO HAND, ACT OR PART 

IN HUSBAND'S DEATH.

In the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
yesterday, before Mr. Justice O'Byrne, the 
trial of Martin Joyce and Annie Walsh, for 
the murder of Daniel W at Rosmuck, Co. 
Galway, on May 30th, 1028, was continued. 
Up to the present thirty-Rve witnesses have 
been heard, the majority of them giving their 
evidence in Irish. In the afternoon Annie 
Walsh, the accused woman, was examined 
in her own defence, and she also gave her 
sy, in Irish. 


BROTHER'S EVIDENCE. 

John Walsh, a brother of the dead man, 
said that he saw Joyce at his brother's house 
constantly about twelve months before his 
death. e was there about three nights 1 
week, and left the house at ‘about 7 o'clock 
ia the morning, going across the fields to the 
road. After “Sonny Dan's’’ death the 
witness saw Joyce in ‘the fields with Mrs. 
Walsh about six or seven times. His father 
left the farm to ‘‘Sonny Dan” and the 
witness. He denied that as long as‘ Sonny 
Dan” remained unmarried he had a chance 
of getting the whole farm. If “Sonny Dan’ 
died the witness would get the land. 


FEMALE PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

Deteotive-Sengeant Ryan said that he was 
in Rosmuck last tae investigating the 
déath of Daniel Welsh. He took a statement 
in Irish ftom Martin Joyce in the rrack 
regarding his movements on the night that 
Dan Walsh met his death. A couple of days 
afterwards he took a statement from Mrs. 
Walsh at her house. In that. statement Mrs. 
Walsh said that her hughand was complaining 
of pains in his back and head for a week or 
two before his death. He suggested going to 
Oughterard on the evening of May 30th, and 
got money from her to buy poteen; to pay 
for the “crib,' and to pay intérest on a loan 
at the bank. She was in hed »'en he Icft 
the. house. Her husband was verv fend of 
poteen, and often had to be carried into the 
house suffering from its effects. Since she 
married Daniel Walsh. his brother, John 
Walsh, never spoke to her 

JOYCE'S STATEMENT. 

Civic Guard Peter M‘Kenna, stationed at 
Rosmuck, gave evidence regarding a state- 
ment made by Martin Joyce on October 27, 
1928, on which occasion he acted as inter- 
preter. Detective Sergeant Ryan stated 
that he had taken a statement from Martin 
Joyce on the day that the body of Daniel 
Walsh was found. Joyce said. that he was 
on Oileann Mor at the funeral of Coleman 
Lydon. He left the island at nightfall. He 
went to another island that night. and took 
a hoat from Snabo to Camus. That night 
he slept on the mountain of Sean a Hurka. 
He was drunk. He bought the poteen at the 
‘ wake house” He then went to the Islaad 
of Muckanagetherdauhaulia, and went «to 
a house there. He came home trom there by 
boat. He went over to Camus looking for 
work. On the Island of Muckanagetherdau- 
haulia he had tea in the house of .\u.ie 
Grealish. 


ISLAND OWELLERS’ EVIDENCE. 


Coleman Manning, who ‘lid not kni- a 
word of English, gave his «v.lenze through 
the interpreter. e said that on the night 


following the funeral aí Coleman Lydon, 
Martin Joyce slept with him. It was a 
Tuesday. A brother of this witness corro- 
borated. 

Annie Grealish, Muckanagethirdauhaulia, 
said that on the last day of May Martin Joyce 
came to her house on the island and stayed 
long enough for a cup of tea. He was looking 
for someone to take him home. It was in the 
morning that he came to her house. If he 
was drunk she did not notice anything. She 
did not wonder why he came to: her house. 
‘The bridge was East and the sea West, and 
he went West—that is to the mainland ’’—was 
tne literai translation of one statement by 
the witness when asked where Joyce went 
after he had left her house. 

John Finnerty, another inhabitant of this 
island, stated that he took Martin Joyce to 
the mainland in a boat. 

Robert Allen said he helped John Finnerty 
te row Joyce to the mainland. They landed 
at Ceilar quay. 

Maggie Canavan, South Shore, Rosmuck, 
Camus Bay, said that she met Martin Joyce 
at Cellar quay when he got out of the boat, 
and she asked him if he heard that ‘‘ Sonny 
Dan' was drowned. He replied that he 
did not. They spoke to each other in Irish. 

JOYCE'S ALLEGED FEAR. 

Thomas Canavan, South Shore, Rosmuck. 
said that he met Martin Joyce after he had 
made a statement. Martin Jovce told him 
that he was afraid that the Guards would 


find him out a liar. He was afraid that 
‘Senny Dan’s’’ wife would make a different 
statement. Referring to the Ws. which 


“Sonny Dan” had with him on the night of 


his death, Martin Joyce said: “ That is what 
will play havoc with me if we don't agree 
to the same thing in our talk.”’ 


The witness spoke very rapidly in Irish, 


and gave the interpreter some difficulty at 
times in following him. 


In reply to Mr. Barry, the witness said 


that it was he who began the talk with 
Martin Joyce about the tragedy and the 5s. 


Martin Conroy, South Shore, Rosmuck. 
caid that four days after the burial of 
‘“Sonny Dan ” he met Martin Joyce on wit- 


ness’s land. Martin Joyce told him that he 
had told the Guards that he had slept on 
the mountain and had two bottles of poteen. 


The Guard who arrested the prisoner 


Jovce said that he said to him in Irish: 
“Tf the man that is dead was alive, there 
would not be this much talk about me. 


”?, 


Margaret Walsh said that she was fre 


quéntly in Daniel Walsh's house before he 
died, and saw the prisoner Joyce there three 
or four times a week. Shortly before 
Daniel's death the witness was in Mr. 
O'Malley's shop and saw Mary Kelly, a 
daughter of the accused woman, Annie Walsh, 
buying boots. 


This closed the evidence for the prosecu- 


tion. 


FEMALE PRISONER'S EVIDENCE. 
Annie Walsh, one of the accused, was then 


called and examined in her own defence. 
Giving her evidence in Irish, she said that 
her maiden name was Annie Joyce, and that 
she was born in Lettermore: She went to 


America 16 or 17 years ago, when she was 


about 19 vears of age, and got. married to 
Coleman Kelly, an Irishman. She had three 
children by that marriage. Her husband 


died about eleven years ago, and shortly 
alter his death she returned to 
Tettermore, bringing her three children. 
She married Daniel Walsh about three months 
after she had returned to Ireland. She did 
not know him before that. There were three 
children also of the second marriage. After 
she married him she noticed that her husband 
was a bit queer and strange. 

Her hushand was a carrier and used to 
work in the quarry. The money that he 
earned he gave her, but if he wanted any for 
himself he always kept it. He used to spend 
the money on drink. When she married him 
she noticed that he was taking drink ahout 
once a week. She often saw him drunk in 
the house. She often heard her husband's 
sister, Kate, complaining about his drinking. 
His sister had an influence over him when 
he was in drink, and when she was about 
the house he was always steady. When the 
sister went to America her husband did not 
drink so much. The witness and her 
husband lived happily together and were 
always on the best of terms. Neighbours 
used to come to their house every night, and 
her husband never objected to them, but 
enjoyed their company, often entering into 
conversation with them. When Kate Walsh 
was in the house the neiehhours never came 
near the place. Her husband was very 
friendly with all the neighbours that came 
to the house. 

JOYCE AS A VISITOR. — 

Martin Joyce was one of the neiglibours 
that came to her house, and her husband 
never objected to him. They were on 
gone terms and er mae a aes 

in Joyee was her second cousin. 
Johoe wank work for her husband, and 
only received payment sometimes. It was 
part of thé terms that Joyce should get his 
meals in the house with the family. On such 
occasions she never gave Joyce a different 
quality food to that given to her husband. 
When Joyce had tea in the house she never 


i t milk to her husband. It was 
Eas io say that she pub manure into the

pour out the drink, and her husband took a 
drop of it. Joyce also drank some. Her 
husband left the house for about 20 minutes, 
and when he came back he hed sights of drink 
on him. During that evening she had a con- 
versation with her husband, and hs 
told her that he was going to Onghterard 
to a first cousin to bay a “crib” 
for a cart, Before her husband left hé was 
sitting over the fire with Martin Joyce. 
She put all the children to bed at about nine 
o'clock. She herself went to bed at about 
ten o'clock. At that time sho left her hus- 
band and Martin Joyce in the kitchen. Be- 
fore that she had given her husband about 
30s. and some bread. Martin Joyce was 
going home, but said that he would go along 
with her husband to Uughterard. é two 
men left the house by the back door, while 
she (the accuséd), who had got up out of 
bed, went with them. As far as sbe knew, 
none of the children weré up at that time. 

She did not hear anybody bolt the door 
after they had gone out. She did not see 
where her nusband and Martin Joycé went, 
because it was too dark. Sue never met her 
husband or Joyesé rn that night. She 
came back again to the house and went to 
bed. She came in by the back door, and it. 
was not bolted. She put the bolt on the 
door. She went into her own bed, in which 
Mary, Anné and Thomas, her children, were 
at the time. She could not say if any of 
them weré awake. Her clothes were not un- 
usually dirty. They were the same clothes 
in which she had betn working in the 
garden that morning with her husband, She 
ell asleep immediately that she went to bed, 
and knew no more until shé awoke at about 
seven o'clock next morning. When she got 
up she prepared the children for school, and 
went. to milk the cow. After that she and 
her daughter, Kate, went to the bog to get 
turf. The five other children rémainéed be- 
hind; two of them were ready to go to school. 
Mary came ta her in the bdg and said that 
“Sonny ’’ was drowned. The witness if- 
mediately went home, and the sergéant of 
the Guards was outside the house. There 
was no row between herself and her husband. 
She denied having ever askéd the children 
if they would like their stepfather dead, nor 
did she ever mention about going to Canada. 
She made statements to the Guards after her 
husband’s death. As far as she could re 
member Martin Joyce did not come to the 
housé moré than thres times after her 
husband's death. She did not have any hand, 
act or part in the murder of Daniel Walsh. 

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, the witness 
said that she was in America for. nine years, 
and she spoke Irish for most of the time. 
She understood English fairly well, but pre- 
ferred to speak in Trish. Shé could not 
speak English as well as her children. When 
she returned from Boston she went to live in 
her father’s house at Lettermore. She was 
about a month in her father’s place, and 
then she went to stay with her first husband's 
people in Arran. She married Daniel Walsh 
in September of the year 1919. She had 
known him about four weeks at the time. 
She would not say that Daniel Walsh was 
simple. as his sister had said. She did not 
think him any more simple than other mien. 
She had charge of money matters in the 
house. Her husband's sister, Kate Walsh, 
used to help with money. 

Mr. Laverv-—Do you deny that you had any 
special friendship or relations with Martin 
Joyce ’—Yes. He was no more than any 


other neighbour who used to come in and out 


of the house. He was a hired hand, and she 
paid him 2s. 6d. a day. Michael Conroy used 
be hired by her to sow potatoes at the same 
rate. 

Mr. Lavery—Why did you not mention 
Martin Joyce in the statement that you made 
to the sergeant the day after your husband 
died ?—J was not asked about it, and did not 
think of it. 

Martin Joyce was nothing to you’—He was 
something. 

Had you any special reason to protect 
him ’—No, 

Did you know that Martin Joyce left the 
house with your husband the night that he 
died ’— As far as my opinion goes, he was the 
last man to see my husband. 

Continuing, the witness said that she told 
the Guards the same story in January as she 
was telling now. As far as she knew, she 
did not lease Martin Joyce out of it. 

Mr. Lavery—Do you not know that the 
story you told then is different to the story 
you told now ?—It is the same. 

THE CHILDREN’S STORIES. 

The only reason, the witness declared, that 
she kept Martin Joyce's name out of her 
previous statements was that she was not 
asked. She did not think that Martin Joyce 
had anything to do with her husband's death. 
If he had anything to do with it, she would 
like to see him punished. She had always 
found her children good and dutiful, and she 
knew no reason why they should wish to do 
her any harm. The story of Mary and Kate 
Was untrue. 

Mr. Lavery—Was Martin Joyce in the 
house the night that your husband was 
drowned ? 

No answer was audible in the Press box, 

The witness admitted that Martin Joyce 
used to sleep in one of the rooms. “' Sonny 
Dan “ generally slept in the small back room 
for about a year before his death. 

Mr. Lavery—Are the chi'dren speaking 
false when they said you slept with Martin 


Jovce’?—They are. I had no reason to sleep 


with Martin Joyce. 

Are the children inventing the story when 
they say that Martin Joyce was frequently 
in your room’—They are. I would not go 
with him, having mv own man. 

The reason that she gave Martin Jovce the 
beots, the witness said, was because she had 
no money to pay him his wages, and “ Sonny 
Dan ” said that she could do so. 

The Court adjourned until this morning.

A we ge Í judgment in favour of the 
yay e defendants, in the case of 
Shaun O’Dwyer, commercial traveller and 
company director, of 3 Castle avenue, Clon- 
tarf, against the Cork Distilleries Company, 
Ltd., was delivered. The appeal was from 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan for the 
plaintiff, for £1,750 damages for personal 
injuries caused by the alleged negligence of 
the defendants’ servant in the driving of a 
motor car near Newtownmountkennedy, Co. 
Wicklow, on 22nd April, 1927. The 
appellants sought to have the findings of the 
jury at the trial and the judgment set aside 
and a new trial ordered, on the grounds that 
the findings of the jury. were perverse and 
against the evidence; that the judge mis- 
directed the jury, and that the trial was 
insufficient and misleading. 

The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that he believed the jury had exercised their 
judgment on the evidence properly, and their 
verdict being, in his opinion, absolutely con- 
clusive in the matter, he thought that the 
a should be dismissed and the verdict 

owed to stand. 

Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon and Mr. Justice

Mr. O'Carroll, examined by Mr. Alec Lynn, 
said that on March 1 last he was cycling 
through Parnell street about 1 p.m. He saw 
three men on the street, and one of them 
came out on the road and shouted, “I want 
you,” and made a grab at him, pulling him 
to the ground, Witness fell on his face, his 
lip was cut, and he had afterwards to be 
treated by a doctor. The three men then 
came up to him, and a policeman came over 
and asked what was wrong. Witness replied, 
“This man,’’ pointing to one of the three, 
“has knocked me off my bicycle.” Witness 
later “learnt that that man was Detective 
Officer Pluck, None of the men gang 
identification cards, nor did they show any 
warrant.» Witness resisted being taken to a 
motor van, and was dragged along the 
ground to the car. Witness was brought to 
Store street station, wliere he was detained 
from about 1 p.m. to 6.15 p.m. He was not 
charged with any offence. | 

Detective Officer Pluck having given 
evidence, the Judge, having heard the 
legal arguments by counsel on both sides, 
said that the question before him was, treat- 
ing Superintendent Ennis as the hub of the 
case, whether the Superintendent had reason- 
able grounds for his suspicions that O’Carroll 
was concerned in the murder of Mr, Arm- 
strong. A very cowardly and brutal murder 
had been committed, and Superintendent Ennis 
was charged with the duty of bringing the 
murderers to justice. It was difficult for 
him as judge to say without evidence whether 
Superintendent Ennis had reasonable grounds 
for his suspicions. Many people had been 
arrested several times on suspicion of being 
concerned in the murder and had been 
released again. If this was the last occasion 
on which O'Carroll had been arrested, he 
would have no difficulty in deciding the case; 
but it was the first arrest. As he had little 
chance of deciding if the grounds were reason- 
able or not for that arrest, he must fall back 
1% subsequent events. The onus being on 
the defence to show that the arrest was 
justified, he accordingly held that the District 
Justice was right in his decision and upheld 
the decision. He accordingly dismissed the 
appeal, with costs. 


-PUBLICAN’S APPEAL. 


ENDORSEMENT ON LICENCE 
REMOVED. 


The case was heard in which Mr. Patrick

DAMAGES IN DUBLIN ACTION.

and in their reception of the Sacraments. 
And if in these days of celebation they re- 
called the sufferings so nobly borne by their 
fathers for the faith in the days that were 
gone, it was, surely, in no spirit of hate or 
revenge or with any desire to re-enkindle the 
feuds and animosities of the past. 

Rather would we remember, said his Jord- 
ship, with grateful pride the signal services 
to the cause of Catholic freedom of such great 
Protestants as Burke, Grattan and Tom, 
and fain would we hope that, animated by 
their love of justice and fair play, Irish Pro- 
testants of to-day would rejoice with us in 
celebrating an event that dealt a death-blow 
to that odious ascendancy which, if it was 
a source of cruel wrong to us, was a stigma 
of shame and reproach to them. We bear 
no bitterness or resentment to them. We 
realise that their separation from us is not 
their loss alone, but ours as well, and we 
can but hope and pray that the day may 
come when they, too, like so many Pro- 
testants in other lands, may realise what a 
grievous calamity to Christendom was the 
revolt of the sixteenth century, and be re- 
stored by God's mercy to the fold of Christ's 
true Church.

REPRESENTATIVE GATHERING 


Delightfully fine weather favoured the 
garden party which was held in the grounds 
of Blackrock College yesterday afternoon. It 
was the first big social function held in 
connection with the Centenary Celebrations, 
its main object being to afford to the officers 
of the State an opportunity of meeting and 
conversing with dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Ireland. The attendance 
of between three and four thousand included 
nearly all the bishops of the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, as well as prominent 
Roman Catholic laymen from =. several 
countries, among whom were representatives 
from England, Scotland, and the United 
States of America.

The spacious grounds of the college were 
gaily bedecked with bunting, the Papal flag 
and. colours largely predominating in a 
scheme which not only embraced the 
grounds, but the halls and various depart- 
ments of the institution.

Dr. Harty, Archbishop of Cashel, presided 
a a public meeting held in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, last mght, at which a number 
of addresses in connection with the Catholic 
Emancipation Centenary were delivered.

THE CHURCH OF ST. PATRICK. 

The basic fact in our present rejoicings, 
said the Rev. Myles V. Ronan, in a paper on 
the Church of St. Patrick, is that it is the 
Church of St. Patrick which is celebrating 
the centenary of its release from the degrada- 
tion and iniquitious tyranny of centuries. 
Our emancipated Church is not an alien one. 
‘he oldest religious monuments in our land 
are hall-marked with our ritual and our 
doctrine, which have become gy and parcel 
of Ireland's very sod and rocks. If there is 
one thing that stands out abundantly clear 
in the acts of St. Patrick, it is his unity with 
the Holy See. 

Having referred to the form of Govern- 
ment at the time of St. Patrick, Father 
Ronan said that Patrick adopted a system 
that was essentially equivalent to the Roman, 
or Continental, system of bishoprics. His 
chief concern was to 
convert the country,

“ Left to itself,” concluded Father Ronan, 
“the Irish Church, whether among the 
native Irish or the Anglo-Normans, might 
have: accomplished great things with the 
progress of the centuries. It never had the 
opportunity to develop from within. New 
issues and new influences were brought to 
bear from alien sources on native endeavour. 
It is from these intrusions and: their in- 
finences, their mentality and “their outlook, 
that today we celebrate the centenaty of 
the emancipation of the Church of .St, 
»Patrick.”’ 


A GREAT. APOSTLESHIP. 


The Apostleship of St. Patrick was the 
title of an address given by Professor J. M. 
O'Sullivan, Free State Minister for Educa- 
tion. He said that among the supernatural 
forces which restrained Catholic Ireland in 
the days-of persecution, the Irish people had 
always reckoned the loving care with which 
St. Patrick had Watched over his spiritual 
children. St, Patrick's success was the pre- 
cursor of the most glorious centuries in Irish 
history. His death ushered in the era of 
Ireland's . spiritual expansion—the - great 
missionary activities from the sixth century 
onwards, —

“The force of his argument,’’ continued 
Professor O'Sullivan, ‘‘ depends on acknow- 
ledging the marvellous success achieved—a 
success for which Patrick himself, claims no 
credit. His very rusticity, clumsiness, his 
lack of culture, so frequently proclaimed, only 
serve to emphasise the marvellous workings 
of Providence. Few writings impress one, as

. Strangers from the country or from over- 
sea now present in Dublin view the city 
under excellent conditions.

Agreeable weather brightens 
the whole and illuminates the fine 
natural background: Visitors receive 
a-highly favourable impression: yet what 
do they see of the real city—of the people 
in their daily round? What do they learn 
of the tenements that are packed in dingy 
and foul regions behind the facade of the 
bright main thoroughfares? If some 
among them penetrate to the entangled 
mean streets, they may be appalled by the 
spectacle; but again, what do they dis- 
coyer of the realities‘ of tenement life—of 
the mingled heroism and decadence, the 
courage and the sin, the terrible distress 
and the equally remarkable outpouring of 
mutual aid and of self-sacrificing charity ? 
To view the chief Irish city at this festival 
season and to be prompted to ask these 
questions is to be driven to the reflection 
that Dublin and all other cities of sub- 
stantial size must be mysteries, not to the 
stranger only, but to their life-long in- 
habitants. The Australian bush, the 
African veldt, are charted; but who shall 
say that he knows Dublin or London? 
There is this difference between the cases of 
the two cities—that a reasonably exhaustive 
social survey of London has been made 
once and now is being renewed. Between 
the years 1889 and 1903 Mr. Charles Booth 
published in seventeen volumes the results 
of a social survey which he had carried 
out at his own charge: To-day that 
monumental undertaking is being 
resumed.

The America Cup. 


In September, 1930, Sir Thomas Lipton 
will embark on his fifth attempt to win 
the America Cup, The Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club has issued a challenge on his 
behalf to the New York Yacht Club, and 
this challenge has been accepted. Like 
many other sporting trophies which have 
achieved fame—the mythical ashes for 
which England and Australia compete on 
the cricket field are a case in point— 
the America Cup had the humblest 
beginnings, When, on August 22nd, 
18.:, the schooner yacht America won 
the race round the Isle of Wight, the Cup 
was of no particular significance; not 
until nineteen years later did it become 
a trophy. The defeat of 1851 spurred. 
British yachtsmen to great efforts, and 
in 1870 the Cambria crossed the Atlantic, 
only to finish tenth in a race against a 
fleet of American yachts. Further fruit- 
less efforts to retrieve the Cup were made 
during the next seventeen years, and in 
1887 the famous’ Deed of Gift came into 
existence. By this instrument, made 
between Mr. George L. Schuyler, the sole 
surviving winner of the Cup, and the New 
York Yacht Club, the Cup became “a 
perpetual challenge cup for friendly com- 
petition between foreign countries.’ It 
was enacted that the challenge must 


‘emanate from a recognised yacht club 


and that a notice of ten months must be 
given. Furthermore, the challenging 
yachts must be built in the country of 
the.club that has sent the challenge, and 
must go to the race “on their own 
bottoms.”’ It was the late Earl of Dun- 
raven who, by his unsuccessful attempts 
in 1895 and 1895, really focussed public 
attention on the America Cup. Sir 
Thomas Lipton announces that his néw 
challenging yacht, Shamrock Y.,. will be 
built by Messrs. Camper and Nicholson, 
Ltd., of Gosport, according to the design 
of Mr. Charles Nicholson.. At the request 
of the New York Yacht Club the course 
will be off Newport, Rhode Island, 
instead of Sandy Hook, which was the 
scene of the previous contests,

Fuad of Egypt. and his: Prime Minister, 
Mahmad Pashia, who ‘already has arrived 
in England. Since the death of Zaghlul 
Pasha there has been:a lull in Egyptian 
affairs. When Nahas Pasha resigned last 
-yeax King . Fuad sent: for Mahmud, 
and invited him: to’ form a- new Govern- 
ment and to hold elections. Mahmud 
accepted the Royal invitation, and asked 
the 'leaders oí the Wafd Party to help him 
in his task of forming a Government. The 
Wafdists, however, refused point-blank, 
and showed that they would do every- 
thing in their power to embarrass a new 
Administration. Realising that parlia- 
mentary government in Egypt without the 


i help of the Wafd would be ‘impossible,’ 


Mahmud Pasha promptly advised King 
Fuad to dissolve Parliament for a period 
of. three years, to suspend . the operation 
of the electoral law, and to sanction the 
withdrawal of certain articles in the 
Constitution dealing with the Press. Thus 
Egypt. passed under a temporary dictator- 
ship, which, on the whole, seems to have 
been successful. Mahmud Pasha, who was 
educated at Balliol College, Oxford, has 
governed the country sensibly. He has 
used his dictatorial pcwers with restraint, 
and, although a few newspapers have been 
suppressed, there has been very little 
interference. in the life of the people. 
Furthermore, Mahmud Pasha has done 
}admirable work in the economic sphere. 
During the Wafd régime Parliament's time 
was occupied chiefly in bombastic debates 
on political issues, with the result that 
the economic development of the country 
was neglected shamefully. The new Premier 
has accelerated’ work on the irrigation of 
the Upper Nile district. He has developed 
agriculture and sanitation; has built 
hospitals, and generally has tried to help 
the fellahin to improve their lot. Naturally. 
his activities have not met with the entire 
approval of the extreme politicians, who 
are spoiling for a fight with England; 
but he has served Egypt well. 

When the Labour Government came into 
power in 19235 a’ determined attempt was 
made by. the; Egyptians to secure conces- 


.| sions. that had been denied to them by the 


Coalition and afterwards by the Con- 
servatives. They demanded the abolition 
of the mixed courts and of other safeguards 
that have been maintained in Egypt for 
the European population.

at 18s. a week. Where wage-earners 
ecrned less than this weekly sum they 
ranked as “the very poor. A year ago 
the revision of Mr. Booth’s data was 
begun by the London School of Economics. 
The system of house-to-house visits in 
selected areas is being resumed, and the 
information thus obtained is being checked 
by reference to the clergy, the police and 
school board visitors. It will be long 
before the revision will be sufficiently 
advanced to enable the experts to 
declare how far the. balance of prosperity 
has risen or fallen since the days of Mr. 
Booth’s inquiries. They have found already, 
however, that the “ poverty line’’ may be 
fixed in London in the year 1929 at 34s. a 
week. To-day the “very poor ” classes 
are’ those which subsist on a weekly 
family wage below that limit, while the 
“servant-keeping’’ class is found to be 
that which enjoys a minimum family 
income of £500 a year. When the revi- 
sion of Mr. Booth’s survey is complete 
it will be possible to, form as clear a 
conception of London's poverty as mere 
statistics will allow. 


A More Excellent Way. 


The world regards diplomacy as a 
ruthless science, and facts—followed, of 
course, by fiction—support this view. 
They suggest that when national interests 
are in conflict statesmen discard all 
human weaknesses, and that the making 
of a treaty or other international 
agreement is, like the game of poker, 
a cold-blooded business. Every small 
advantage is pressed home; a rival’s 
difficulties are utilised to the full, and 
thé. art of ‘‘bluff’’ is employed freely. 
Some cases of the use of “ bluff’’ in 
diplomacy are famous. In the making 
of important treaties a point often is 
reached when, after exasperating delays, 
one of the negotiators tries to reinforce 
argument with a veiled ultimatum. Some- 


times, but not always, the attempt suc- 


ceeds. It succeeded. at Berlin when 
Disraeli allowed the recalcitrant Congress 
to learn indirectly that he had ordered a 
special train for his return to London. 
Fifty years later, at Paris, President 
Wilson used the same device with, 
perhaps, too much success. More than 
once a disagreement with M. Clemenceau 
was followed by the raising of steam on 
the liner George Washington — at 
Cherbourg. Now we learn that another 
Amefican, Mr. Owen. D. Young, has 
discovered a more excellent way. He 
revealed the secret on Monday, when he 
received an honorary degree from 
Hamilton College, New York. When the

ASCOT. 


BLISSFUL BOOKMAKERS. 


A tropic sun blazed down all yesterday on 
Royal Ascot, and set.a blue haze shimmering 
over this greatest of racing festivals. The 
lawns, however, remained green and smooth, 
but in the paddock the sun,conquered, and 
before the day was over clouds‘of dust were 
being thrown up from the parched turf. 

Again the flower motif predominated in the 
women’s frocks, soft and filmy trifles, with 
every bloom imaginable rambling over their 
flowing folds. 

No one left at the end of the day happier 
than the bookmakers; for almost every race 
went to some long odds outsider. In this 
respect it is likely to be a black Ascot. 

Among those who watched the racing from 
the Royal box were the Duke of Connaught, 
Princess Mary, Viscount Lascelles and Prin- 
cess Ingrid.

One result of the inquiry into the recent 
air accident will undoubtedly be a regula- 
tion, or at least a suggestion, concerning 
the height at which an aeroplane should 
take journeys over the Channel.

' Years ago it was always taken for granted 


that six or seven. thousand feet would te 
the minimum, but since then pilots,have 
got into the habit of flying over at little 
more than a thousand fleet. High fying 
Is infinitely safer, particularly’ for a 
double-engined machine, which can plane 
down on one engine for about seven or 
eight miles from six thousand feet, while 
the distance that can be covered in this 
manner from a height of a thousand feet 
is naturally much less. There is the 
additional advantage that, if the machine 
gets completely out of hand; there is more 
time to make a parachute leap. The chief 
disadvantage is that it takes up time and 


petrol.

RUM-RUNNER ESCAPES.

hand side, cleaving our boat amidships. 
The four of us struggled in the water,

.jom Coll, who was aged 65,. appeared 
to be injured, as 1 could see biood on 
his face. 

We -were -tossed. about for hours. 
About four hours after the accident the 
old man died and sank, and shortly 
afterwards Í saw Denis Coll disappear. 
When John saw his brother, Denis, go 
down he said he would rather it had 
been he, as Denis was a married man, 
with five children. I and John, who 
was the youngest of the party—about 
twenty-five years of age-—battled with the 
wayes, which, were gradually becoming 
tempestuous, but eventually poor John 
called to me: “T must give up.” He 
sank, and T was left alone. 

I myself had also given,up. hope,, but 
so that my body would not sink, but 
drift ashore, I caught hold of a piece 
oí. wood which I tied round ‘my: shoulders 
with a piece of rope which I got in the 
stern, to which I had been clinging all 
along. I was exhausted and would have 
shared the fate of the others had I not 
just then sighted the steamer, Brierthorn, 
which had also evidently seen me, for 
it drew alongside and threw out a rope. 
[I managed to grasp the rope and was 
hauled aboard. 

I was in the water from midnight till 
nine o'clock, struggling between life and 
and it was terrible to see: my 
mates disappearing one after another.

We _ studied together the 
methods. that would best permit the 
interested Governments to apply the 
experts’ plan. Herr Stresemanm who is 
going straight back to Berlin, will imme- 
diately inform his Government as to the 
The conversations will 
thereafter be pursued by way of the 
Chancelleries. Meanwhile we have fixed 
neither the date nor the place of this 
conference ‘between the Governments. It 
is desirable that it should be held as early 
as possible, and #t may very likely take 
place during the coming month.’ 

This morning’s conversations may be 
have covered the whole of the actual and 
probable changes that have resulted from 
the new reparation settlement. 

Since no provision: is made.in the plan 
for the expenses incurred for the armies 
of occupation, the question of evacuating 
the Rhineland territories enters a new and 
aéute phase. Public discussion has broken 
out anew on this thorny problem, and the 
old dual conception of the occupation as 
“security for payment ” and “ security for 
frontiers” has been revived. The view held 
in most quarters is that evacuation should 
be dependent on the mobilisation of the 
first annuities under the Young plan.

Dr. Lightley, in replying, said that his visit 
to Cork had been one of great joy. He 
mentioned that he had lived for several years 
in France, and likened the position of the 
Methodist Church there to the position of 
the Church in Ireland.

In the Northern Parliament yesterday the 
Right Hon, J. Milne Barbour, Minister of 
Commerce,. proposed.a, money resolution in 
connection: with the Local Government 
(Rating and Finance) Bill, . commonly , de: 
scribed as the De-rating Bill. The Minister 
said that the Government would recoup to 
each local authority the actual loss of rates 
arising by réason of the de-rating of certain 
hereditaments in its area. The cost to the 
Government in respect of the first year would 
amount. to. £860,000, approximately, made up 
of agricultural land (full years rates), 
£714,000 ; agricultural buildings (do.), £55,000 : 
industrial hereditaments other than fisheries 
(three-fourths of the rates for the half-year), 
£60,000; fisheries (three-fifths of the 
rates for the half-year, | £1,000; 
reight transport hereditaments, £20,000. 
The revised estimate provided for the 
advance being made to local authorities up to 
nine-tenths' of the sum in the present financial 
year, or £765.000. The amount of new money 
required for the complete de-rating of agri- 
cultural land and buildings, as distinct’ from 
the partial de-rating of land previously in 
operation, was approximately 7,000. For 
each of the years subsequent to the óist of 
March, 1930, the proposal was to continue, <n 
the case of county boroughs, _boroughs, 
urban districts, and the Belfast Water 
Commissioners, to make good to each 
authority the actual loss of rates, in the same 
way &ss in the first year. As regards the 
counties, it was proposed to pay in each case 
an annual grant of a fixed amount, to be 
ascertained quinquenmally, With regard to 
increases. of expenditure, the Government 
would .give supplemental payments to in- 
creases which did rot run beyond the pro- 


the whole county -area.

He moved that a copy of the 
Cunard Co.’s latest letter be sent to the 
White Star Co., and have them informed 
that the Board would have to hold them re- 
sponsible for any claims made arising out of 
the position of the Celtic. 

The Board, he added, should also call 
upon the White Star Company to state at 
once what steps-they were taking to have 
the wreck removed, and that otherwise the 
Board itself would have to take steps to have 
the wreck .removed, and have the expense 
charged to the White Star Co.

HARBOUR MASTER'S REPORT.

He had received no com- 
plaint from any quarter, with the exception 
of that from Captain Doyle, of the Laconia.

The annual meeting oí the Royal Medical 
Benevolent Fund Society of Ireland was held 
gra in the rooms of the College of 
i yas Kildare street, Dublin. 

r, Winter, President of the Royal College 
of Physicians, presided. 

The Central Committee’s annual report 
(the 87th) was read by Sir John Moore, M.D. 
It recorded with regret the death of one of 
the honorary secretaries, Sir Arthur Chang, 
and of Dr. Louis Cassidy, Dr. William 
Hamilton, Dr. Storey, of Belfast; Dr. P. 
Morrissey, Tipperary; Dr. M. J. Moran, 
Carrick-on-Suir; Dr. . Burgess, Coagi, 
Tyrone; Dr. Gillespie, Cookstown; Dr. J. 
Munce, Lisburn; Dr. John Whyte, Bally- 
more, and Mrs. Anne Hepburn, Monkstown. 
Co. Dublin. ~Thanks were tendevcd to the 
branch secretaries, who worse] actively in 
the service of the society. Too often they 
met with disappointment in their efforts. Re- 
ports coming from several branches exempll- 
fied the need of personal canvass to elicit 
aid from men who had not already acquired 
the habit of subscribing to the fund. The 
British Medical Association had offered to 
help the Society in bringing the claims of 
the fund before their members, and it was 
hoped that by collaboration between the 
Society and the, Association a scheme might 
be evolved which would help the central 
organisation and the branches in the work 
of collection. 

The number of grants awarded during the 
year was 83, as compared with 90 in 1 
and 81 in 1926-27, and the amount disbursed 
in those grants was £1,863, as compared 
with £2,071 in 1927-28. The average 
amount of the grants was £22 6s. 6d. The 
recipients included five medical men, nine 
orphans, ai 69 widows. Receipts from be- 

uests during the year amounted to £35,446. 

Ithough there were reasons for feeling 
pleasure at the increased financial strength of 
the Society, it was pointed out that 
by far the largest source of income was that 
arising from dividends and interest. The 
ciuiniitlons of the living members of the 
profession were quite inadequate to maintain 
the work of the society. 

On the motion of Dr. Nolan, Downpatrick, 
seconded by Dr. Gavin, Mullingar, the report 
ahd balance-sheet were adopted. 

Sir William Taylor proposed a resolution 
expressing the thanks of the meeting to the 
officers of the branches for the work they 
had done on behalf of the society, and 
urging the members of the society to aid the 
branch secretaries as occasion offered by can- 
vassing for new members, and making the 
work of the society more generally known 
throughout the profession. 

He said that there was a great deal of 
apathy among the members of the profés- 
sion, and he instanced the case of a county 
district branch which had cubscribed only 
£9 19s. and £2 10s. 6d. for the year, and 
had received in benefits from the society 
£209, which had been distributed amongst 
those who needed it. Surely, that £12 was 
a good investment for the subscribers. [f 
each doctor in Ireland subscribed only a 
penny a week this society would benefit to 
the extent of £2,000 a year. 

Dr. Nimian Falkiner seconded, and en- 
dorsed the remarks of Sir William Taylor. 

LAMENTABLE APATHY. 

The Chairman, in putting the resolution, 
said that apathy was very prevalent in many 
parts. lt was, he said, comparatively seldom 
that an application came from a medical man 
or his dependents who subscribed to the 
funds ofthe society, 

The resolution was passed. 

On the motion of Dr. Walter Smith, 
seconded by Dr. Vincent Tighe, the officers 
and members of the Central Committee were 
appointed, and a vote of thanks te the Chair- 
man brought the meeting to a close.
